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WINE AND SPIRITS 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
AND AUSTRALIA 1967-68 


SCOPE This bulletin contains details for South Australia of the commercial 
production and distribution of wine and spirits, stocks of wine and 
spirits held by manufacturers and wholesalers, area of vines, yields 

of vine products, and for Australia the production of selected wine and spirits. 

is In tables where figures have been rounded, discrepancies between 

totals and sums of components are due to rounding. 


PRODUCTION: The total quantity of wine made in South Australia in 1967-68 was 
SOUTH 30,130,200 gallons, 805,800 gallons more than in 1966-67 (29, 324,400 
AUSTRALIA gallons) but 700,600 gallons less than the 1961-62 record production 


of 30,830,800 gallons. Total production of spirits increased in 

1967-68; brandy production decreased by 11,700 proof gallons to 
638,900 proof gallons, while grape spirit production increased by 111,300 proof 
gallons to 2,545,900 proof gallons. Wineries and distilleries processed 168,078 tons 
of fresh grapes in 1967-68 compared with 165,030 tons in 1966-67. (A record 179,009 
tons were processed in 1961-62). In addition 465 tons of dried grapes were processed 
in 1967-68. 


PRODUCTION: The quantity of beverage wine made in Australia in 1967-68 was 26,463,000 

AUSTRALIA gallons, which is 1,943,800 gallons greater than the previous record of 
24,519,200 gallons produced in 1966-67. In 1967-68 production of grape 
spirit (3,726,600 proof gallons) and brandy (796,200 proof Siricee) 

respectively showed increases of 9.4 per cent and 0.6 per cent over 1966-67 production. 


WHOLESALE Wholesale sales of wine in South Australia increased from 3,139,200 
SALES: gallons in 1966-67 to 3,663,600 gallons in 1967-68. Sales of table wine 
SOUTH increased by 384,100 gallons to 1,547,000 gallons, the large increase 
AUSTRALIA being attributable to the dry varieties both white and red. Sparkling 


wine sales increased in total by 27,600 gallons, from 319,700 gallons 

in 1966-67 to 347,300 gallons in 1967-68. 

Sales of brandy and whisky increased in 1967-68 by 19,600 proof gallons 
and 4,200 proof gallons respectively. 

The figures quoted cannot be taken as an indication of actual consumption 
of wine and spirits in South Australia as they include sales to interstate retailers and 
consumers and exclude direct purchases from other States by South Australian retailers 
and consumers. 


EXPORTS: Exports of wine from South Australia showed an increase in 1967-68 

SOUTH rising to 12,032,000 gallons compared with 10,630,400 gallons in 1966-67. 

AUSTRALIA Interstate exports increased by 1,385,600 gallons to 10,414,200 gallons 
while direct overseas exports increased by 6,000 gallons to 1,607,800 
gallons. 

| STOCKS: Wine stocks held by winemakers and wholesalers increased to 32,396,600 
SOUTH gallons at 30 June 1968. This is 732,100 gallons greater than the 
AUSTRALIA previous record quantity of 31,664,500 gallons held at 30 June 1967. 


Stocks of distillation wine decreased during 1967-68 by 562,900 gallons 
to 401,500 gallons.

It includes sales (both local and inter- 
state) from stocks held in South Australian wineries, depots, bulk stores, etc., but 
excludes oversea exports, purchases for ships stores, and sales to merchants and wine- 
makers for re-sale. The figures should not be regarded as showing actual consumption 
in South Australia because they include sales to retailers and consumers in other 
States and exclude purchases from other States by South Australian retailers and 
consumers.
